Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file printout tends to promote and support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. 

The image on the printout shows a girl in her mid-teens who has photographed herself semi- 
naked in a mirror in a sexual pose, and sent the image to a 25 year-old man. The girl apparently 
created and transmitted the image at the request of the man, who took advantage of the 
vulnerability of a young girl who would not have the maturity necessary to be aware of possible 
consequences. The image invites viewers to consider underage girls as available for adult s exual 
use and encourages a sexual interest in young people. 

The classification given to this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression set 
out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this is an outcome that is consistent 
with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable. The classification is a 
reasonable limitation on the right to freedom of expression and reflects the concern of a free and 
democratic society to protect its young and vulnerable members from sexual exploitation.
